The growth and magnitude of the 
aut miobile industry i» marvelous. 

The growth of the electric industry 
alone rival* it. Together they are 
modifying our social life in a bewilder- 
ing manner, and have an economic im- 
portance of the first rank The value, 
of the automobiles sold in the last li-ca. | 
year waa (625.000.000. The export* 
reached I100.uou.ooo. The industry | 
consumed 13.000.000 barrels of gasoline 
and 20.000.0110 gallons of lubricanta I 
Eight million tires were used, and there 
were 51.000 workmen employed in a 
■ingle State, while there were 44* fact- 
ories in 34 States. 

Amazing as these figures are in 
themselves, their influence U|K>n the 
affairs of our limes ran only be real- j 
ized when their reaction upon other in- ' 
dustries is added to the picture. It is | 
said that motor vehicles traveled ten 
billion miles. If there were no more 
than three pa-sengers in each vehicle, 
that ia thirty billion pa»*cngcr miles. 
The steam railways report that in the 
same veax they carried 1 .tKI3.UW.tNNF 
passenger* an average of 34 mile* for 
each journey or a passenger mileage 
of 34,000.000.000. 

There is no wonder that the railwaya 
are feeling the coiiqietitinn of the auto- 
mobile, and that the jitney* have 
thrown aome electric roads into pov- 
erty. The automobile and the tele- 
phone together have done more than 
all the uulifter* to encourage the 
"back tu the land" movement. Manv 
farmers now live in town* and go to 
their farms as men of business go to 
their offices. Many other farmers are 
content to remain on the farms which 
are annexed tu the towns as truly a* 
the towns are annexed to the farms 
Tne territory convenient to cities ha* 
been vivified aatom.hingly. Thou- 
sands buy acres, adding the price of 
an automobile to their investment, and 
then are independent of other forma of 
travel. There can be no doulit that hun- 
dreds of millions of real estate values 
have lieen created in the manner, 
while the effect upon good health is in- 
estimable, both in the sense that the 
figures cannot be given and that they 
are beyond price. It is said that there 
i* now one automobile to each mile of 
public road, and almost one to each 
square mile of territory. That must 
be a powerful stimulant to the good 
roads movement, and that in turn adds 
value to ail farm land*. It ha* been 
•aid that there i* no value in farm, 
over ten mile* from a railway, because 
the coat of the wagon haul absorbs the 
profit of the crop*. Tho»* figures mu.l 
be revised when the road* are can led 
to the farm* ami the co.t of the haul 
la reduced by the economy of motor

GIVE PEOPLE GREATER POWER 



The people of Kentucky are Inter- 
ested, deeply Interested, In education, 
as ia abown by the advance made in 
tbe last ten years. The people want 
thla development and advancement 
to be of a strong and lasting type, but 
this can not be accompllahed either 
rapidly or conalatently ao long aa the 
school system remains In politics. 
Kvery good cltlien and parent In the 
state wants the management of their 
child's educational advantages di- 
vorced from politics. 

The Superintendent of Public In- 
struction la a conatltutlonal officer and 
muat be elected at a regular election 
of atate officers, and he can not suc- 
ceed himself. To make this a little 
plainer. It might be well to state that 
the name Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Is one of the many names 
on the ballot, and interest In the elec- 
tion Is centered, not on him, but upon 
the head of the ticket. Frequently 
a state ticket la elected on a big pub- 
lic laaue. absolutely foreign to arbuol 
mattera, and tbe reault la the Super- 
intendent of Public lnatruction goes 
Into office, not aa a achool man, but as 
part of a successful party ticket. 

No bualneaa could be carried on with 
thorough aucceas If the general man- 
ager knew that at the end of four 
years he muat give up hi 



a new and untried man, no matter 
what progress he was making. Thla la 
exactly what tbe atata la now doing 
with its important bualneaa. tbe bual- 
neaa of manufacturing atrong citizens 
out of the raw material of child-life. 

It is proposed to amend the Consti- 
tution of the state by striking from 
Sections 81. 83 and 85 of tbe Conatl 
tion the worda "Superintendent of the 
Public Instruction." 

The objecta to be accompllahed b> 
thia amendment are to enable the peo 
pie of this stats to take the office of 
Superintendent of Public lnatruction 
out of politics and to continue in office 
for a longer period than four yeara any 
Superintendent whoae conduct of tbe 
office la highly efficient. 

Under the operation of the Conatttn 
tlon. which conipela the election of 
Superintendent of Public Instruct! 
for a term of four years, and which 
majfcea thla officer ineligible to succeed 
himself, the people are prevented from 
Ing the office from politics and

should bear In mind tbe fact that even 
with the qulckeat action possible under 
the law this amendment would not be 
effective until tbe candidate elected 
next Auguat will have served bis full
